Lonpon, Juty 1.—The long expected 
crisis which Kurope has been ex pecting 
has virtually passed without a struyyie. 
The Ruagian left is in force near Her- 
sova, and all their troops around Kal- 
arush, some 30,000, have by this 
time passed from the northern to . the 
southern bank of the Danube,and have 
driven. the Turks to what they 
call their second line of defence at 
Kustenje and the Roman walls. 
here are at present no obstacles worth 
speaking of. I: isotherwise with Kus- 
tenje. Here there have been some 
heavy guns mounted, but all to'd 
there are not more than 10,000 men at 
Kustenje, including the ports and 
forces driven in from the banks of the 
Danube. We may therefore expect to 
phear speedily of the investment of Kus- 
tenje by land. The Russian centre 
crossed at Simnitza easily, and with 
a trifling loss, according to the latest 
dispatch, although it is noticable that 
no narrative of events since Thursday 
morning has been permitted to come 
through the Russian lines, Gen. Mil- 
ontin, the Russian war minister, sends 
a telegram, dated Simnitea, June 30-h, 
wbout operations in Asia Minor, but 
vouchsafes no word concerning Russian 
progress at the point which is now the 
iocus of the world’s gaze. This would 
naturally lead to the belief that the 
Russians are encountering some un- 
expected obstacle, and their success in 
establishing themselves south of the 
Danube is not as complete as first 
represented. It is not well, however, 
to draw such conclusions too hastily, 
for the Russians heretofore have had 
wonderful success in silencing corres- 
pondence when aby movement was in 
preparation or progtess, only 
permitting it to be repor- 
ted when fully effected and the re 
sults secure ; so that any moment may 
bring us a fresh bulletin of the czar to 
the empress, announcing a great vic- 
tory or successiul strategic movement. 
Assuming that the crossing rear Sim- 
nitza is as successful as that on the 
left wing, we may expect to hear soon 
of crossings at other points, but while 
the Turkish Rustchuk and Varaa line 
will be threatened east and west, at 
least 150,000 men will force’ the 
‘Turks to wheel round and face the 
Danube, so that Shumla forms their cen- 
tre, Whilst the left rests on Asmar bazar, 
and the righton Bajardick The advance 
of the Russcian-Roumanian right will 
paralyze Widden, and thus leave the 
centre of Rulgaria practically denuded 
of troops in the face of another 90,000 
or 100,000 which the Russians cin have 
at ‘Iwrnou Magureli. A French military 
critic, writing betore the evenis of Sim. 
nitza were kuown, said no matter how 
serious in appearance the partial at- 
tacks the Russians may direct against 
either flank, no matier what line of 
Operations they may chcose for their 
iorward movements after crossing the 
Danube, itis certain that towards the 
centre, the main body of their army 
will act. The success of this maneuvre 
would have tor immediate effect to cut 
the Turkish line of defense in twain 
and place the whole of Bulgaria up to 
the Balkansatthe discretion of the 
Russians. 

As regards the general position of 
the Turks in Asia Minor there can be } 
little doubt that it has improved. The 
slowness of the Russian advance has 
not only created confidence, but given 
time for making preparations, in con- 
sequence of which it bas been resolved 
to defend the junction of the roads from 
Kars and Bayazid, inthe Arras yalley. 
For this purpose the transverse ridge 
west of Sewin, which is crossed bv both 
roads from Kars over the Souyanlu, 
has been occupied by the Furkish main 
force and strengthened by = en- 
trenchments, while at Delibaba, 
where’ _ the roads from  Baya- 
zid come Gown into the Arras 
valley, the Turkish mghi wing has 
taken possession to prevent the has- 
sians from debouching out of the pass. 
The two positions are near enough to 
support each other in case ol 
need, while there is a 
smal] reserve at Koprikol, 
which may be used to assist either col - 
umn, or eventually serve as a rallying 
point, sbould the Russian center suc- 
ceed in an attempt to storm the north 
end of Souganlu defile and gain footing 
on the plateau of Olti and Bardecan. 
Should it prove true a3 reported that a 
strong Russian force has succeeded in 
reaching Klovassan, Muhktar Pasha 
will probably concentrate his forces 
between Koprikoi and Hassankaleh. 
Preparatious are being made in the 
contingency of his inability to main- 
tain the ground there, to de- 
fend the position of Devebohun, 
in front. of Erzeroum, which 
is likewise strengthened with earth- 
works. It seems evident from a com- 
parison of Russian and Turkish ofticial 
dispatches and reports of correspond- 
ents that the Turks had decidedly the 
best of the recent fighting both at De- 
libaba and Sewin. At the latter piace 
the brunt of defense fell on the com- 
mand of Chefk«t Pasha, notorious for 
participation in the Bulgarian massa- 
cres, and reports say that he greatly dis- 
tinguished himself and. contributed 
largely to the Turkish success by per- 
sonal prowess. , 

Reports from Montenegro continue 
contlicting, but the best information 
leads to the belief that the success of 
Sulieman and Saib Pashas has been 
complete. The Turks place their entire 
logs at 2000 killed and wounded, which is 
probably underestimated,but hardly so 
far ont of tie way asthe Montenevria 
claim of over 10000 kil.ied. The fight- 
ing forces of the Montenegrins are now 
chiefly wedged in between the valley 
of the Seeta and the Austrian frontier, 
whilst Sulieman and taib Pashas are 
awalung the advance of Mehemet Ali, 
along the Moratzacha, to clear the 
eastern portion of the country and 
interrupt tue flight either across the 
valley of the Seeta to the prince’s hea’i- 
quarters, or down the Moratcha into 
the Kutschi mountains. : 

A telegram via Ragusa from Sc 
vonie sources, claims the defeat -o1 


is unconfirmed and probably untrue. It 
must be remembered that the Turkish 
forces now in Montenegro or on the 
confines number some 60,000 men; 
nearly half the total population of the 
principality. 

The ease with which the Russians 
orossed the Danube, and the feeble re- 
sistance of the Turks as far as yet 
known attracts much attention in 
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however, find explanationin their con- 
viction that the Turkish amy itself has 
little heart in the struggle or that the 
unpaid legions, their equally unpaid 
officers are not strongly averse to a 
change in their condition, knowing it 
cannot be worss should they be shut 
np in their entrenchments They may 
resist with characteristic olstinacy, but 
there seems to be an utte: absence of 
that activity which is always the resu't 
of heartisess in a struggle, pnd it would 
not be astonishing to see the whole 
Turkish force strangely collapse. 
From accounts of the Turksh Danube 
army given by correspondents within 
ifs lines, the truth probably is that 
the Russians ascertained where the 
Turkish line was weakest through spies 
an.1 deserters, and took an intelligent 
advantage of such information. Ol 
course it is impossible thatthe Turks 
have an army within strikigg distance 
of every point available for trossing on 
a line of nearly 300 miles. The effect 
in’ England _ of the Russian 
success has been to rmew_ the 
discussion about British inteests. Aeti- 
Russian newspapers, like the Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Pes , greatly 
excited the call for instam prepara- 
tions to protect the interestgand honor 
of the country which lies usder a most 
direct and deadly menace. They find 
the czar’s proclamation a rewlutionary 
manifesto, indicating a determination 
to annex Bulgaria. They ald this to 
the reported intention of Russia to 
claim A:menia and the Turkish iron- 
clad fleet as indemnity, and «nforce the 
free passage of the Dardanelles, and 
declaresuch cha ges would reb England 
of every real rampart for ber eastern 
empire; but it 1s noticeable tiat papers 
of quite a different class are beginning 
to exhibit uneasiness. The Sconomist 
calls attention to the probapility that 
if the Dardanelles are to be tept closed 
against the Russians by forge, England 
must do it alone, because the other 
powers are not sufficiently interested 
in that result to Justify antipation of 
their co-operation. 

The Observer to-day declares that the 
time has arrived when the government 
should know itself and be prepared to 
enforce its views when newssity de- 
mands. A.\ti-Turkish paper are very 
guarded in their comments and devote 
attention chietly to discussing Austria’s 
position and attacking the ministry for 
not taking the opportunity to make 
further declaration of its polity, 

Lonpon, July 1—The Satarday Re- 
view sums up the political sitnation, so 
far as concerns European Tursey, thus: 
Atthe end of the costly tampaign, 
though it may parhaps be tictorious, 
Russia will depend on the permission 
of Austria to effect a permanent con- 
questin Turkey. 

Lonbon, July 1.—The Observer has

Lonpon, July 2.—A Shumla aisnpateh 
says the Turks are now removing the 
rolling stock from Rutsechuk te Varna. 

The Daiby Newssays a dispatch from 
Turne Magurille which savs no crossing 
has taken place here, and probably 
none will.

Lonnon, July 3.—A_ Reuter’s tele- 
gram frum Shumila, 8:50 o’clock yester- 
day morning, says that it is estimated 
that 30,000 Russians crossed the Dan- 
ube at Sistova and commenced a tor- 
ward movement towards Bjela, whieh 
was arrested by the Turks at Havlo. 

Another dispatch, dated 10:30 p. m.

DBS. LIPSCOMB, BROUN AND 
PROF. MORRIS, 


The University of Georgia Net See- 
tarian. 


Editors Constitution: For two years, 
or more, misapprehensions have ex- 
isted in the mind of the public as‘to 
the government of the State university 
by the board of trustees. Many erro- 
neous statements have been made in 
the press,some withouta particle of 
foundation—none more clearly desti- 
tute of truth than the intimation con- 
tained in the article which you recent- 
lv published from the Washington Ga 
zette under heading, “Is the University 
Sectarian?”’ 

You comment that said paper clear- 
ly intimates that Dr. W. LeRoy Broun 
was compelled to leave the university 
of Georgia on account of his religious 
profession. You say that the editor 
of the Gazette isa gentleman who usu- 
ally writes “with a thorough knowl- 
edge” of his subject. Upon that con- 
fidence you begin to take sides in his 
ons.aught—if not other attacks upon 
the board of trustees—and call upon 
the people and legislature to look into 
m «tters. | 

Many of these erroneous charges be-~ 
ing unnoticed by the board, officially, 
or by indiyidual members, have been 
assumed as facts,and innuendoes, 1f 
not direct charges, made to the preju- 
dice of the trustees. 

The writer regrets that your valuable 
paper, published at the capital of the 
state, of more general circulation than 
any other, should have been led off 
into error, without due investigation. 

The writer will proceed to retute the 
cha ge that sectarian feelings control 
the board That the resignations of 
Professors Broun and Morris —likewise 
referred to by the Gazette in the same 
connection-—-were On account of their 
churet.-membership, and state briefly 
the tacts. 

ln 1874, there were four professors in 
the facu! v of less tha: a dozen, who 
were members of the Episcopal church, 
ot which Professors Broun and Morris 
were two. Does this fact show the 
board wes sectarian? If so, it shows 
that the board, very few of whom are 
Episcoplaians, are sectarian in favor of 
a church, the communicants of which 
are only about four taousand persons 
in the state! 

Here may be stated the fact that 
Chancellor Lipscomb’s positive resigna- 
tion, on account of failing health, took 
effect at the August meeting, 1874, he 
having given twelve months’ notice of 
it at the session of 1873. Dr. Lipscomb 
had tendered his resignation twice 
before, in 1872 and 1871. Oa _ both 
occasions the board unanimously, earn- 
—_ and successfully entreated the 
withdrawal. kach having been based 
on failing health, the board pressed on 
Dr. Lipscomb to give up active duties 
and travel where he pleased, continuing 
his salary; and, during his administra- 
tion, the doctor made a trip to Europe 
for his health, the board continuing his 
salary, There was always entire accord 
of good feeling between the ooard and 
this learned chancellor and noble type 
of manhood. This interlude is made 
to put to silence the intimation which 
has been often made through the press, 
that the loss of Chancellor Lipscomb 
to the university was attributabie to 
the board, and permit the writer to 
depart from the main object of this 
communication to make a single state~ 
ment in favor of its generous conduct 
to other members of the faculry. 
Recently the board relieved trom duty 
Professors Mell and Waddell to travel 
to ‘Europe to recuperate their health, 
continuing their salaries. And again 
Professor Charbounier leaves in a few 
days without deduction in salary 
(though most of the time of his ab- 
sence will be in the approaching vaca- 
tion) to visit France to see lis aged 
parents whom he left for usefulness in 
this country some twenty years ago. 

In 1874, at the August session of the 
board,a resolution was adopted to bring 
under review each chair and elect per- 
sons to fill them at the August session, 
1875. At that time Professor Broun 
and Morris (and ajl the old faculty) 
were re-elected.Thus the four Episcopa- 
lians were retained“for life,”’ as the ecor- 
respondent “75” of the Savannah 
Morning News terms it, who writes 
vigorously for the recall of Professor 
Bronv from Vanderbilt university. If 
will be recollected that the charge ot 


sectarianism on the board as against 


the Episcopal church membership of 
Professors Broun, Morris, Wilcox and 
White, was made in 1874 5 before their 
re-election in August, 1875,wihen it had 
been snpposed that each of their heads 
would have been subjected 
to the guillo*ine of sectarianism. What 
more could be demanded to put to si 

lence this charge of sectarianism ? 

But Dr. W. LeRoy Broun resigned, 
after being gratified at his re-election 
in August, 1875, not ouly as professor 
of his chair of natural philosophy and 
astronomy, but also as president of the 
State college of agriculture and me- 
chanic arts, ‘Those re-elections were 
strong affirmations to President Broun 
that the board had no sectarian preju- 
dices towards him, and desire: to re- 
tain his valuable services. His resig- 
nation is an after thought— weeks after- 
ward, The board is no way responsible 
for it. Nuact of the board led to it. 

But the correspondent “75,” referred 
to, says: “ Dr. Broun resigned partly 
on account of a slight misunderstand- 
ing.” He says it was “slight,” and 
further: that it “can be altogether 
wiped out, if not so” (that is done) 
‘“‘aiready.” If there was ever any mis- 
understanding between the board and 
Dr. Broun, the best evidence it “ was 
altogether wiped out,’ so far as the 
board is concerned, is the re-election 
of Dr. Broun to both positions he had 
occupied. There was no action of the 
board subsequently, at the time of said 
re-election, which could cause any 
misunderstanding whatever ; and 
there was no subsequent 
session of the board, previous to Dr. 
sroun’s resignation. It is therefore 
logically impossible that Dr. Broun’s 
resignation could have been induced 
by any action of the poard. The writer 
knows whereof’ he ajtlirms that Dr. 
Broun was much gratitied at the action 
of the board, and left to spend his va 
cation ip Virginia and the north, with 
the full purpose to return and fill bis 
chair. His purpose to resign if elected 
to a chair in the Vanderbilt university, 
was found during said absence. But 
as the correspondent, “75,” says the 
reasons Of that resignation, “several of 
which are private, and all of no inter- 
est to the public,” it will be entirely 
unnecessary to refer to them and to 
show the board of trustees is not re- 
sponsible for the existance of any of 
them. 

As to that estimab’e gentleman and 
superior scholar, Professor Morris, one 
word. He remained one year after his 
re-election in August 1876; receiving a 
call to Randulph college in Virginia, he 
accepted. He left the university and 
Athens with regret. He was pleased 
with the board,and attached to his 
social surroundings. The salary in 
Virginia was not equal to thathere,but 
he owned a farnr acceasi- 
bie to his position in Virginia —which, 
unprofitable in hisabsence in Georgia, 
could be mude conducive to the 
support his cf family at Randolph Co's

PALLONE. 


With the mercury in the nineties 
and with innumerable base-ball clubs 
t9 perplex and worry, it would seem 
as if a patient and long suffering peo- 
ple were entitled toarest. But it is 
not tobe. A new game of ba!!l has 
been imported by some Italians resi- 
dent in the commercial metropolis, 
with the intention of permanently in- 
flicting it upon this country. It is an 
ancient Roman game, aud is played 
upon an arena of parallelogram shape, 
three hundred and twenty-four feet 
long by sixty feet wide, divided into 
two equal parts by a line drawn at mid- 
length and parallel to the ends. The 
principal implement used isa large 
ball made of bull’s hide aad filled with 


a r,consequently it hasa very elastic re-T 


bound. A wooden cylinder, in which 
are inserted box wood pegs about two 
inches long and which strike the ball, 
covers the hand and lower portion of 
the forearm. This cylinder is called a 
braccatle, and is worn on the right arm. 
The ball must be struck on the 4y or 
on the first rebound. The players are 
six in number, three on a side, distin~ 
guished by colors worn in the shape of 
a belt, known as “Reds” and “Blues.” 
Besides the players proper there is also 
engaged a mandarino, or sender, whose 
duty it is to send the pallone or ball to- 
ward the striker, and he, to giin more 
force, rushes down an inclined plane 
and meets the ball with a rush just as 
he is about to strike it.

The Russians did rot succeed,if they 
really did make more than a feimt, in 
crossing the Danube at Oitenitza. ‘The 
great defensive line wasin fact forced 
at only two points, but these give the 
Russians command of every important 
point on the Danube from a war stand- 
point, except Rustchuk and Silistria. 
They control both banks from the 
Black sea toor at least near Silistria; 
the Roumanian bank from Silistria to 
Rustchuk, and both banks from Rust-

It hasan area of 39,000 
square miles and a population of about 
2,500,000, forty per cent of whom are 
Bulgarians, twenty per cent Ottomans 
and the rest divided between the vari- 
ous races which inhabit the Balkan 
peninsula. The Bulgarians were orig- 
inally a Finnic tribe, aiid came irom 
the river Volga to the Danube in the 
fifth century, and for five hundred 
years were a constant menace to the 
Greek empire, the seat of which was at 
Constantinople. They were finaly 
subdued in the eleventh century 
by Basil II., and subsequently by the 
Osmanli Turks. The Bulgarians, al 
though not originally a Sclavie race, 
have by their long contact with people

Sclavonized, and speak a pure Sclav 
language. There are, moreover, nearly 
all members of the Greek church, and 
as c~-religionists of the Russians, share 
in the bond of sympathy between the 
whole Sclavic race. The agricultural 
and industrial products of the country 
amout to about $49,000,000 annually, 
and the Turkish taxation to $7,000,000 
or $8,000,000. 

- The ezar’s' recent proclamation in- 
vites the Bulgarians to rise against their 
Moslem rulers; and asthe Russian army 
advances: Russian civil govern- 
ment is instituted. The Russians 
have evidently come to 
stay. And even if other states should 
intervene, Bulgaria would not again 
become a mere province of Turkey. The 
worst that can ha: en to her is to 
become a semi-independent state like 
Roumania.

Many years a resident of Washington county, Georgia, and a 
grandson of Capt. John D. Nelson, of Charleston, ~ ig 
~ Dr. H. N. Hollifield was educated in Philadelphia. He read 
medicine under Dr. Samuel McClellan, and graduated at the Jecf- 
ferson Medical College (of Philadelphia) in the spring of 1554; 
was married the following May to Miss Clara P. Hultz, and moved 
early in the year of 1855 to Sandersville, Washington county, Ga., 
and commenced the practice of his profession. He was clected 
in the year 1861 one of the Judges of the Inferior Court. and re- 
elected in 1865 to the same office. He is a member of the Board 
of Education, and has been County School Commissioner since 
the creation of the office to the present time. : 


Dr. Hollifield was captain of a battery of light artillery in the. 


State service. After the disbanding of the State troops he was 
appointed surgeon in the Confederate service. Was post surgeon 
in Florida, and afterwards post surgeon at Columbia,.5. C., where 
he remained until that city was evacuated and burned by General 
Sherman. He was one of the founders of the fair ground and ag- 


ricultural society of Central Georgia, and one of the originators of 
He is a bright Mason and. 


the Sandersville and Tennille Railroad. 
a Knight Templar. He is also the Grang@_ Worthy Primate of the 
Grand Lodge of United Friends of Temperance of Georgia. 

He stands high in his profession; has a large and lucrative prac 


tice, and is esteemed in the county where he lives as a citizen of 


unblemished character. Is a Democrat in politics, and. foremost 
in every public enterprise which has for its object the advancement 
of the interests of Washington county. He isa fine scholar and 
popular with all classes. 


B. F. THARPE, TWENTY-THIRD DISTRICT, 

There is in the list of delegates quite a number of ministers of 
the gospel—not the kind that use their religion to promote their 
politics—but good men who possess the respect and esteem of 
their constituents, and who have been selected on aceount of tkcir 
intelligence. To this class belongs Benjamin Franklin Tharpe, 
D. D. He was born in the county of Twiggs, near Macon, Ga., 
in September, 1819. He isa minister of the gospel, and his father 
before him—Rev. Vincert Tharpe—was a minister and a cotempo- 
rary of Rev. Jesse Mercer. 

Mr. B. F. Tharpe is the oldest son of the children. He went to 
school many years at Penfield—when Mercer College was located 
there, and was a student in this college. He finished his educa. 
tion afterwards at the Newton Theological Seminary, New Haven, 
Conn. In 1843 he married Miss Martha A. Jackson, and has been 
engaged in planting in Houston county. He is at present the pas 
tor of the Baptist church at Perry and at Henderson, and has the 
love and esteem of his congregation. 

He has never been in office outside of his church, and was se- 
lected as a delegate on account of his great firmness and integrity 
of character. About two years ago Mercer University conferred 
on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity—an honor he was enti 
tled to. 


JOHN B. TWITTY, EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

Dr. John Barber Twitty is a citizen of the celebrated county of 
Mitchell. He was born in Lancaster District, S. C., in 1822. In 
1855 he married Miss Nannie H. Flake, of North Carclina. His 
father was a Virginian of high character, and an honest upright 
farmer. His mother was from North Carolina. 

Dr. Twitty was educated in South Carolina, and graduated as a 
physician in’ 1851, in Charleston, 5. C., and moved to Georgia. 
Irom 1860 to 1866 he was Judge of the Inferior Court of Mitchell 
county, since:then he was Judge of the County,Court of Mitchell 
two years, and was a member of the Legislature of 1872. He is 
‘Chairman of the Democratic Executive Committee of his county ; 
President of the Agricultural Society of Mitchell; Superintendent 

ttvergreen Baptist Sunday-school, and Moderator of the 
ven (Baptist) Association. 

Dr. Twitty is a man of culture and refinement, a practical phy- 
sician and farmer. He ran on the ‘‘ No Convention” ticket and 
was elected by a very large majority over his opponent. ‘There is 
no more conservative man in the Convention, and we are satisfied 
he will be one of its useful members. 
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‘PARISH C. FURMAN, TWENTIETH DISTRICT. 

Farish Carter Furman was born in 1846, at Scottsboro, Paldwin 
county, Georgia. He is the son of Dr. John H. Furman, of South 
Carolina, and the grandson of the celebrated Dr. Richard Furman, 
a Baptist divine, afte} whom Furman University, in Greenville, 5. 
C., was named. {s mother was the daughter of Col. Farish Car- 
ter, a prominent citizen of this State, and after whom Cartersville, 
Ga., was named. She was also the niece of that distinguished 
and honored son of Georgia, Gov. Charles J. McDonald. 

The-subject of this sketch is a young man of prominence in this 
State. He was educated at Oglethorpe University ; the Citadel at 
Charleston, and finished his‘education by graduating at the South 
Carolina University in 1868. He commenced the study of law 
soon after he left college, and in 1870 was admitted to the bar in 
Macon, Ga., having studied law in the office of Nesbit & jackson. 
He entered immediately upon the practice of his profession, and 
was appointed Judge of the County Court in 1873, the -luties of 
which office he discharged with great ability. 

He was too young to be an active participant in the first years 
of the war. But his dauntless spirit and brave heart carried him, 
as young as he was, into the strife, and the last year of the war he 
was a gallant private in Elliott’s South Carolina brigade. 

In politics he has always been a strong Democrat. He was 
elected to the Senate in 1876, and has served one term in the Geor- 
gia Senate. He is a good speaker, a firm friend and an earnest 
worker. He isa man sleepless and untiring energy, and will make 
a valuablé member of the Convention. |

His father, Mr. John Trammell, was a prominent citizen of Haber- 
sham couftty; and an old‘line Whig, who represented that Dem 
ocratic county more than once in the State Senate. 

Col. Trammell has held various positions of trust. First, he was 
elected to the Legislature from Catoosa county in 1861, and con- 
tinuedto represent that.ceunty until 1865. Second, in 1867 he was 
electéd to the Constitutional Convention from the county of Whit- 
field, and did much towards keeping out of the Pope- Bullock Con- 
stitution many bad provisions that the carpet-baggers and ignorant 
negroes sought to have incorporated in that instrument. Third, he 
was mominated in 1868 by the Democratic party of the Forty-third 
District for the State Senate, which nomination he declined,. but in 
1870 the nomination for the same position was again tendered him 
by his party, which he accepted, and was elected by a very hand- 
some majority. Fourth, he was elected President of the Senate in 
1871, and*re-elected in 1873—presicing over the deliberations of 
that body for two sessions without having an appeal taken from any 
one of hisdecisions. Fifth, in 1874 he was nominated for Congress 
by the Democratic party of the Seventh Coagressional District, but 
declined the contest for the harmony of the party. Sixth, and 
lastly, he was elected to the present Constitutional Convention with- 
out opposition. 3 


seceded he swore allegiance to her, and went into the struggle for 
Southern independence as a Captain in the Confederate army. He 
is a farmer by profession, and an unswervins Democrat in politics. 


WILLIAM K. MOORE, FORTY-THIRD DISTRICT. 

William K. Moore was born in Augusta county, Virginia, in 
1830, and resided there until 1847, when his father and family re- 
moved to Chattooga county, in this State. 

In May, 1849, he settled at Dalton, and studied law; was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1850, and has resided in that town ever since, with 
the exception of the years of the war, when he was in the army of 
the Confederacy—first as a Captain of infantry, then of cavalry, 
and the balance of the war as quartermaster of the Fourth Georgia 
Cavalry. 

He was married in 1856 to the eldest daughter of Chancellor 
Lucky, of Jonesborough,’ East Tennessee, and has six children. 

In 1859 he was elected to the State Senate, and served as such 
for two terms. This is the only time, until the recent election, that 
he has ever been a candidate before the people. He was nomina- 
ted and elected to the present Convention without opposition. 

He was, while living in Virginia, and not attending county schools, 
engaged upon the farm, and he now (though a lawyer by profes- 
sion, and enjoying a fine and enviable reputation at the Cherokee 
bar as one of its best and most successful pleaders) evinces a great 
fondnéss for agricultural pursuits—regarding farming as a manly, 
noble, healthful, and, if properly managed, very remunerative avo- 
cation, and to this business, having a small and very productive 
farm near Dalton, he devotes all his leisure time from his lucrative 
profession. 

Col. Moore is aman of cultivation and refinement, a pleasant and 
forcible speaker, and is very popular with the masses.. He is retir- 
ing in his nature, and very warm in his friendships. He is a Dem- 
ocrat of the old Jeffersonian school, and remarkably clear-headed in 
his political views. He is aman of unexceptionable morals, and as 
tender as a woman in his sympathies for the sufferings of others. 
The Forty-third District could not have selected a purer, wiser, 
safer or better man as delegate to the Convention, and he will be of 
great service to the State in that capacity. 


R. L. ROWE, THIRTY-SEVENTH DISTRICT. 


R. L. Rowe was born in Meriwether county about 1840. His 
parents moved from Meriwether to Carroll, and died there. Dr. 
Rowe was educated in the schools of Carrallton, and is now a prac- 
ticing physician. He has never sought nor held any civil office, but 
will make an active and useful member of the Convention. He rep- 
resents the county of Carroll in his District. 


LEMUEL L. HARDY, THIRTY:SECOND DISTRICT. 


Lemuel L. Hardy was born,in Troup county on the 5th of Octo- 
ber, 1828, and received a plain but practical education in the home 
schools. He was married to Miss Huguley, of Monroe county. 
His father, a sturdy and successful farmer, was born in Virginia, 
married in South Garolina, and moved to Georgia in 1827. Capt. 
Hardy seems never to have been politically ambitious, having never 
held any other office than that of Notary Public. He served in the 
State troops during the war as a Captain. He was a Whig until 
the dissolution of the Southern wing, of that party, and has since 
been a Democrat. He is a gentleman of enlarged ideas,.and is 
keenly alive to’ the desires and necessities of his constituents in 
Lroup county. 


WARING RUSSELL, FIRST DISTRICT. 


Waring Russell was born in Chatham county on the 31st of 
March, 1827, and received an academic education in Savannah. 
Isaac Kussell, his father, was a Virginian by birth, a large whole- 
sale merchant in Savannah, and held several judicial positions, His 
mother was Miss Perla Sheftall, whose grandfather was one of the 
first settlers of Savannah. 

Waring Russell has held various offices of trust and profit. ~He 
has been Sheriff of Chatham county, Inspector of Customs and De- 
puty United States Marshal. He was tendered the Marshalship of 
Georgia by President Buchanin, but declined the appointment. 
He occupied‘a civil position durmg the war, and did not enter the 
army. lor many years Mr. Russell has takena prominent and ac- 
tive part in national, State and county politics. He is one of the 
leading Democrats in Chatham, and is recognized as a power in the 
party. Asa skillful political organizer, he is unrivalled, and is one 
of the most effective workers in the party. He is enthusiastic, en- 
ergetic and untiring. The Radicals know him as the master spirit 
of Democracy in Chatham, and fear him accordingly. He will take 
a prominent part in the proceedings of the Convention. 


ROBERT D. RENDER, THIRTY-SIXTH DISTRICT. 

Robert Dawson Render was born in Meriwether county on the 
11th of May, 1842. His parents moved to Meriwether from Wilkes. 
His father, Robert Lewis Render, was a son of Christopher Render, 
of Wilkes, and his mother was a daughter of Thomas Anderson, of 
the same.county. He graduated at Mercer University, where he 
took a high stand. . 
On the 25th of January, 1871, he was married to Miss Sallie E. 
White, of Lowndes county. His life, up to his election to the Con- 
vention, had been rather free from any political phases. He never 
held an office before, and was se carried into this one by the ur- 
gent insistings of his friends. In 1868 he was admitted to the bar 
after a fine examination, but since that time most of his attention 
has been devoted to planting. He is now a successful farmer. He 
has always been a Democrat. He is a gentleman of considerable 
culture and extensive readings. He takes a deep interest in all the 
live topics of the day, and in the Convention will, in all probability, 
be found among the progressive spirits of that body. 


THOMAS M. AWBREY, THIRTY-SEVENTH DISTRICT. 


Thomas M. Awbrey was born in Georgia about 1820. His pa- 
rents were among the first settlers of Heard county, moving there 
soon after the county was organized. There they died and are now 
buried. Their son, Thomas, received a good plain education in 
the country schools of Heard county. About 1840 he was married 
to Miss Gay, He has frequently been Justice of the Peace, and has 
filled several offices in Heard county, and is now a Commissioner of 
its Roads and Revenues. 3 

He has always been a farmer, and is now one of the most thrifty 
planters in his section. He did not enter the army in the late war, 
as he was legally exempt. Before and since the war he has been 
a Democrat in politics, and has been very earnest in his support of 
the party. He is a man of faultless private character, and is highly 
esteemed in his county. He is a deacon in the Baptist Church, 
and a zealous religious worker, His general reputation is of the 
best character, and he will be a good man in his State’s counsels. 


WILLIAM A. J. PHILLIPS, THIRTY-SIXTH DISTRICT, 


William Alford Joseph Phillips was born in Wilkes county, Ga., 


on the 5th of July, 1808. His father, W. D. Phillips, was a far-

mer of limited meaits, and consequently his education waslimited, 
extending only to reading, writing ar ar::.iimetic, which he studied 
at home. He was married January 1, i335, to Mary H. Smith. 
} He has held various offices. Has been Sheriff of his county; was 
a member of the Convention of 1850; has represented Meswether 
county three times in the Legislature. For thirteen years past he 
has refused to accept office until his friends elected him'to the Con- 
vention. He volunteered and served six months in the war as 
Lieutenant, having refused the office of Captain. 

Since the war he has been violently opposed to’ Radicalisn, and 
has also beén greatly in favor of reform and economy in Stade poli- 
tics. He is a farmer, and is well-to-do in the world. — It is his in- 
tention to enter zealously into the work of the Convention,and to 
justify his election. He is a plain, practical thinker, who looks at 
all subjects in a common sense way, and handles them in a saight- 
forward, honest manfier. 


BENJAMIN IF. BURNETT, ELEVENTH DISTRICT, 


Benjamin F. Burnett was born at Asheville, N. C., Apri 14th, 
1826. His father was of Scotch ancestry, and was born in ?eters- 
burg, Va., during the Revolution. He was noted for his strict in- 
tegrity and unswerving principles. 

His mother was from a historic family, being related to General 
Montgomery, who fell at Quebec, and also to John Bell, of Tznnes- 
see. Young Burnett received a good education at Holston Cellege, 
Kast Tennessee. Soon after graduating he entered mercantile busi- 
ness, and has spent his life in that calling and agriculture combined. 
On December toth, 1850, he was married to Miss Castleberry, at 
Fort Gaines. Hewas a delegate to the Georgia Secession Conven- 
tion of 1861, and took a prominent stand in that body. On account 
of very feeble health he did not enter the army, but did all in his 
power for the cause of the Confederacy. He was originally an old 
line Whig, but since the dissolutionfof that party has been a Demo- 
crat. He was elected to the Corivention under most flattering cir- 
cumstances, 


LUCIUS H. FEATHERSTON, THIRTY-SIXTHL DISTRICT. 


Lu®us H. Featherston was born in Sumner county, Tennessee, 
on the 9th day of July, 1814, and is now in-his sixty-third year. 
In 1836 he was married to Miss Annie M. Tornpkins. The Judge's 
father and mother came from Virginia and settled in Tennessee. 
He was educated at Murfreesboro, Rutherford county, Tennessee. 
He was a private soldier in the Indian wars in our State, and made 
a fine record in the Creek and Seminole war of 1836, and was Brig- 
adier General in the Georgia militia from 1835 to 1848. Judge 
leatherston was not himself in the war, but furnished three gallant 
sons—two of them to the Seventh Georgia Regiment, and Gereral 
Gartrell, who commanded this regiment in the battle at Manassas, 
is a living witness to their bravery and good qualities as soldiers. 

Judge Featherston has been a citizen of Georgia since 1°*5,and 
has been for forty years an active participant in all the political is 
sues. He was a strong States Rights Democrat. He was made 
Judge of the Superior Court, and held this office in the Talapoosa 
Circuit for four years, and gave satisfaction to the people and the 
bar. He has never been an office-seeker, but has always prefetred 
the quietude.-of private life.’ He is a lawyer,*but devotes his time, 
when not engaged in his profession, to farming. He is a genial gen 
tleman, true to his friends, and an earnest worker for everything he 
thinks worthy to advocate. He will make an able member of the 
Convention. The county of Coweta could have selected no better 
man as a delegate. 


JOHN SCREVEN, FIRST DISTRICT. 


John Screven was born in Savannah on the 18th of September, 
1827, and graduated at the University of Georgia. His father, the 


Gsen. James Screven, in whose honor Screven county was named— 
a distinguished and successful practitioner of medicine, and a 
wealthy and patriotic citizen. He was Alderman and Mayor of 
Savarinah, Senator from his District, and one of the projectors and 
first President of the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad. 

Col. John Screven’s mother was a daughter of the late Joseph 
Bryan,.a prominent citizen, one of the organizers of the State gov- 
ernment of Georgia, a distinguished patriot in the Revolution, and 
in whose honor Bryan.county was named. 

The subject of this sketch has been married twice. His present 
wife is a daughter of the late Dr. H. O’K. Nesbitt, of Augusta, 
and a granddaughter of Dr. Richard Berrien, who-was a brother of 
the Hon. John McPherson Berrien. Col. Screven was admitted to 
the bar in 1849. He has been a Justice of the Inferior Court of 
Chatham county,’a member of the House of Representatives from 
185g to 1861, Captain of the Savanhah Volunteer Guards, Major of 
artillery in the Confederate army, Mayor of the city of Savannah 
by successive annual elections in 1870, 1871 and 1872, one of the 
Trustees of the University of Georgia, and President of the Atlan- 
ic and Gulf Railroad since 1859. Col. Screven was in command 
Of the Savannah Volunteer Guards up to 1863, serving with them 
near Savannah, chiefly on the coast in charge of land batteries. 
Col. Screven is one of the most popular and distinguished citi- 
zens of Savannah. He is a man of marked personal characteristics. 
Of more than Roman firmness, and possessed of great personal 
magnetism, seems fitted to lead some great crusade against wrong 
and oppression. A purer or a more generous man never breathed. 
In him dignity does not have to bear the burden of ostentation. 
As an orator and as a writer, his style is classical and scholarly— 
terse, pungent, pithy and vigorous—and will be foremost among 
the leaders of the Convention. ~ 


SAMUEL H. MOSELY, THIRTY-FIRST DISTRICT, 


The subject of this'skétch, Samuel Hyman Mosely, was born in 
the county of Franklin, Georgia, November 17th, 1835. Im 1859 
he married’ Miss Georgia D. Cheek. His father, Daniel Mosely, is 
one of the leading and influential citizens of Franklin county, an 
intelligent farmer and a prominent member of the Baptist Church. 
Mr. Samuel H. Mosely was educated in the private schools of 
his native county. He has never been a candidate for office, and 
never held one outside ‘of the army until his election to the Con- 
vention. 

He entered the Confederate: service in 1862 as First Lieutenant 
in Company B, First Regiment, Georgia State Line, commanded 
by Col. E. M. Gault; was promoted to Captain in 1863, and con 
tinued in that office until the close of the war. He isa prominent 
merchant in his county, and has been ever since his majority a 
strong Democrat. 

Capt. Mosely’s mother was the daughter of Capt, Stonecypher, 
who commanded a company in the Revolution of P776, and emi- 
grated to Georgia from Virginia before the present century. -It is 
said that Capt. S. planted the first crop of corn ever raised in the 
county of Franklin.

We fouud the bank people generally in good 
spirits. There is asufficiency of money in the 
vaults, and the fact is, there seems to be rather 
a dearth of good borroweis than of money Ww 
lend, 

A director of the Citizens’ bank notified us 
that the directors had determined to pay a semi 
annual dividend of 3 per geut. The business of 
the bank bas beeu exceedingly good for the past 
six months, and its losses almost nothing. 
President Morrill was not accessible to Our re- 
porter. 

President Austell, of the Atlanta National,wa 
not in the city, but it is belffed tat this relia- 
ble old bank will deciare a dividend of four per

We called on Mr, Coker, president of the 
Bank of the State of Georgia, Wao is rather 
high in commercial circlés, on account of th 
successful mabegement of his bank sgiuce its 
foundation, he having paid hjs stockholders 
sixty per veut dividends during the first three 
years of its existence, or xu average of twenty 
percent per annum. His bank was also the 
first purchaser of the Nutting bonds from the 
state, buying $10,00J worth at par, which star 
ted the sale of the bonds, which soon alter were 
much sought after by Georgia capitalists. 

He says thatthe banking business pays very 
little now, on account of the low rate of interest 
and the scarcity of borrowers with good securi- 
ties. Within the past two years the rate of in- 
terest has decreased from two per cent per 
month to % to 1 per gent. He has recently 
lent money as low as eight per pent 
perannum.
